How hard can it be to catch a fox that's blind 
and crippled? Harder than you think! OK, 
that's a trick question, so let me explain. 


In this case, the fox is actually a Ham radio 


" operator, or operators who have parked their 


vehicle in a location so as to make them 
inconspicuous as possible. They use the Ham 
radio to make their presence known to other 
Ham radio operators. It now becomes the 
other Ham operators job to hunt down the fox 
by using the fox's radio transmissions. There 
are special antennas and other equipment that 


‘ yield compass headings as to the fox's 


direction from the hunter. The winner of this 
"fox hunt" is the person who finds the fox 
with the least mileage and time. In order to be 
the "fox" you must be the winner of the last 
“fox hunt". 

Now it's time to tell you about this blind, 
crippled fox.

FCC Releases Toll-Free Phone Number 


The FCC has instituted a toll-free phone line 
at its Gettysburg, Pennsylvania licensing 
division for customer service inquiries. 
Amateurs may call 800-322-1117 weekdays 
between 8 AM and 4:30 PM Eastern Time 
to access an automated information system 
with recorded messages on_ interference 
complaints, form requests, records, and 
Amateur Radio call sign assignments. 


Other messages regard fee information and 
processing times. A Touchtone telephone is 
required. 


The FCC said the new service was part of its 
response to a presidential order that the 
federal government be "customer driven." 
The FCC said it used a series of focus 
groups with external customers to identify 
the desire for an 800 number at its licensing 
division. 


"Within the next 18 months," the FCC said, 
"customer service standards will be 
developed for other areas of Commission 
operations to ensure that FCC customers 
receive the highest quality of service 
possible. As these new standards become 
available, the FCC will inform its 
customers." 


Solar Propagation Forecast 
FWOXA - KT7H 


Average solar flux was up by only a few 
points last week. Geomagnetic indices 
have also risen a bit, signalling some 
instability. Very low levels of solar activity 
should continue, with a recurring coronal 
hole causing active geomagnetic conditions 
around October 4 or 5. 


Solar flux should rise to about 85 after the 


first of the month, and then drop back to 
around 70 by October 17. Sunspot Numbers 
for late September averaged 28.7, 10.7 cm 
flux averaged around 73.8. 


The path projection for this report is from 
Togo (5V) and Norfolk, Virginia: 80 meters 


* looks good from 2230z to 0600z, peaking 


around 0030z to 0500z. 40 meters should be 
open from 2130z to 0700z, and 30 meters 
from 2030z to 0400z, with 30 meters open as 
late as 0700z on many days. 20 meters should 
be open from 1700z to 0000z, peaking toward 
the end of the period. Check 17 meters from 
1330z to 2200z, and 15 meters from 1500z to 
2000z. 12 meters may be open on some days 
from 1530z to 2000z. 10 meters does not look 
promising, but on rare occasions it may be 
open some time between 1500z and 2100z.
